"READING THE RIOt ACT." 


Ceremony That Mutt Precede Dis- 


persal of Crowd In Britain. 


What is commonly meant by "read- 


Ing the riot act" is better known than 
the origin of the phnrse. The histori- 
cal riot act was passed by the British 
parliament in the reign of George I, 
a 1714. It enacts that felony fs com- 
mitted when 12 or more persons un- 
lawfully, riotously and tumultuoualy 
assemble together, to the disturbance 
of the public peace, BO to continue to- 
gether for an hour after being com- 
manded to disperse by the sheriff or 
under sheriff, or a Justice or the mayor 
of the borough. In the "reading" of 
the British riot act, which is a neces- 
sary preliminary to its being put Into 
operation, it Is not customary to recite 
the whole of the statute, which Is 
rather a long one, but only the foil ow- 
ns proclamation, which is contains: 
'Our sovereign lord the King chargeth 
and commandeth all persons being as- 
sembled immediately to disperse them- 
selves, and peaceably to depart to 
their habitations, or to their lawful 
business, upon the pains contained In
